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WHY DO WE REMAIN IN DIDSBURY ? 


The time is drawing closer to the day when local citi-! 
zens will vote on the water and sewage by-laws in Dids-| 
bury and more taxpayers are now whole-heartedly behind | 
the scheme since they have become better acquainted with | 
the way it is to be financed and the advantages such a! 
systeni will be to the town in general. 

Some local citizens, too, who first viewed the plan as 

ist udvantageous to the water users alone, have come to 
realize that the progress of the town depends entirely on 
the installation of modern conveniences, and if the town 
advances. they too will henefit by increased opportunities. 

Too, those who are not to be served with water and 
sewage at the outset, are looking forward to the time 
When the system can be extended to their property. Until 
this time comes they are not going to be taxed for, or pay 
any cost of the system or the maintenance of it. 

There is only one clause in the by-laws that seems un- 
favorable to some tax payers, when taken at face value. 
This is the charge for hydrant service for fire protection. 
However, this sum is a levy over the whole town, and pro- 
portionately will he so small that there should be no direct 
increase in the mill rate. This will be due to the fact that 
the scavenging expenses can be reduced to more than off- 
set the differences in expenditures. Drainage of streets 
Will be possible, thus climinating another annual expense 
of up keep, and in the long run the water and sewage sys- 
ter will save the taxpayers far more than the cost of the 
hydrant service.

BETTER SEED 
BETTER CROPS 


(By H.G.L. Strange) 

Since the earliest days observers 
of farming never tired of talking 
about the great benfits to be gained 
by the sowing of good pure seed. 

LEVITICUS 19:19 (written about 
900 B.C.) says: “Thou shalt not sow 
thy field with mingled seed.” 
ARISTOTLE, the Greek, (about 
350 A.D.) wrote:- “A good plant is 
not likely to grow from a bad seed.” 

PLINY, a Roman writer, (about 
50 B.C.) told us:- “After two years 
unless careful selections were made 
crops tended to revert to a common 
type.” 

Tests made each year by the 
“Crop Testing Plan” of the trueness 
to variety of farmers’ fields in- 
dicate that this ancient advice is as 
badly needed today as it ever has 
been, for too many crops today con- 
sist not of one good variety, but 
sadly enough of mixtures often of 
undersirable varieties. 

The purchase of some good seed, 
preferably Registered or Certified, 
undoutedly will bring splendid re- 
turns to farmers in the way of in- 
creased incomes and from a modest 
investment. But good seed this year 
is scarce. Those who have difficulty 
therefore, in purchasing Registered 
or Certified seed might inquire of 
any Agent of the Companies as- 
sociated with the “Crop Testing 
Plan” for the names and addresses 
of farmers whose stocks, on test,

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ALBERTA FORAGE CROP 
ENCOURAGEMENT POLICY 


Alberta farming is passing from | 
its pioneer stages and taking on a) 
more stable and permanent form. | 
As this development progresses the | 
growing of grasses and legumes be- 
comes synonymous in the minds of 
farmers, with good farming. They 
are coming to realize that forage | 
crops go a long way towards pro- 
viding the answer to soil conserva: 
tion and weed control problems 
while at the same time supplying 
nutritious fodder for successful live 
stock production. 

The Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture has encouraged this trend, 
through the operation of its Forage | 
Crop Policy. This policy will oper- 
ate again in 1946. It is designed to| 
encourage farmers to increase their | 
acreage of forage crops. Grass and 
legume seeds are made available 
freight prepaid, from agencies in 
the province. These agencies sup- 
ply information as to prices, take 
orders and supply seed to farmers. 
They also have on hand a supply 
of information pertaining to forage 
crop seeding and management prac- 
tices. 

Furthermore, because of strong 
export market, the Department of 
Agriculture has reserved consider- 
able quantities of forage seeds to 
meet the needs of Alberta farmers, 
but the supply is limited and ord- 
ers can only be accepted while re- 
serves last. Only those farmers who 
place their orders with a local agent 
at an early date can be assured 
that seed will be supplied.
